W ing th e G reat P rize. 


N e w Y o r k . June 17th —Salvator, king of 
Uaggin s stable, won the rich Suburban slakes 
at a m ile and a quarter at the Sheepshead Bay 
race-track in 2.06 4-5, the fastest tim e the Su 
burban was ever run, Cassius s-cond by a head, 
T ennv th ird by two lengths. W hen Isaac Mur­ 
phy landed Salvator the w inner a m ighty 
cheer w ent up from the 40,000 people present, 
th e w inners and losers joining in the ovation to 
H aggin’s peerless horse. The only other Cali­ 
fornia horse in th e Suburban was Firenzi, also 
from the Uaggin stable. The ow ner w anted to 
w in w ith her, but th e understanding was th at 
if she could not land the tem pting prize Salva­ 
tor was to do it. Firenzi was not "on edge.” 
and although she ran gam ely to the head ot 
th e stretch she was unable to get in front. 
At the th ird attem pt th e racers w ere started, 
Cassius m aking the race from the outside. They 
w ent at a terrific pace. Cassius increasing the 
lead steadily, Longstreet second from Stride- 
aw ay, who kept his head iu front of Salvator, 
w ith Tenny aw ay in the rear, le n n y was car­ 
ried so far th at he sulked and appeared out of 
the race. 
At the three-quarters Salvator m oved to third 
place. Tenny also began to im prove his posi­ 
tion. 
On th e turn lor hom e, M urphy sent 
Salvator for the flying Cassius, and slowly but 
surely he cam e. “ Salvator w ins!” "Salvator 
w in s!” shouted the crowd. 
Salvator caught 
Cassius, and then cam e the struggle. M urphy 
urged Salvator on, T aral doing heroic work on 
Cassius, Garrison pounding Tenuy’s ribs a 
length behind the leaders. 
At the last sixteenth Salvator got bis head in 
front and kept there. Cassius beat Tenny for sec­ 
ond place. T he crowd yelled, aud M urphy was 
earn ed from the scales and received a floral 
horseshoe. 
He was cheered again and again. 
Strideaw ay cam e in fourth, five lengths behind 
Tenny, followed by Raceland. Firenzi, Prince 
Royal, M ontague and LongBtreet 
The purse was 510,000 to the w inner, the sec­ 
ond horse to receive 82,000 and the third 81,000.

All hopes oi rescuing 
th e im prisoned m iners alive have been aban­ 
doned. 
Efforts were m ade to enter the burning stoi«e 
through the M ahoney and Ferguson m ines. It 
w as found im possible to get near the m en 
through the former, owing to the form ation of 
a stope, and in Ferguson pit the air was so bad 
it was Impossible to travel any distance. It has 
been determ ined to cut off'all the fresh air and 
let the m ine burn itself out, th a t the bodies of 
th e m en m ay be recovered. 
At 10 o’clock this m orning there was very 
little chance, except th at the fire was fiercer, 
the smoke blacker aud th e despair of the sur­ 
vivors deeper th an ever belore. The early gray 
of the m orning only found the rescuing par y 
driven further back iron- the death cham ber 
They conld not penetrate w ithin 100 feet of tne 
place they reached last night. 
Early this m orning M artin Markey, a pit boss 
of the Anchor m ines, m ade a daring attem pt to 
reach the right driftings of the Farm m ines 
from the Mahoney entrance, one and a half 
m iles aw ay across the hills. He craw led over 
the drifts and falten slate lo w ithin 100 yards of 
th e fatal chainbers and sounded again and 
again, but listened for a response In vatu. 
The sight about th e pit s m outh is all the 
m ore pitiab e because of the 24 hours’ an­ 
guish th at has rolled over the heads of the rela­ 
tives aud friends of the hundreds standing at 
the m outh gazing a t 'h e colum ns of smoke th at 
grow thicker hour by hour, indicating that the 
coal is burning instead o f the tim ber aud roof­ 
ing. 
u he Mine Inspector is m aking 
strenuous 
efforts to enter the Mahoney dri:ts. An air fan 
to furnish ventilation to the m ine w ill be put 
in operation this afternoon iu the Ferguson pit, 
as work will be com m enced there also.

steps tow ards securing action by the Govern­ 
m ent in the m atterof im proving and pro.ecting 
th e navigability o f the Sacram ento, Feather 
and Ban Joaquin rivers, were adopted, aud 
Boggs of Colusa, Morrissey of San Joaquin and 
Gregory of Sacram ento were appointed the 
com m ittee, to w hich were subsequently added 
the nam es oi General Chipm an and Secretary 
Cam inetti. 
The Secretary was requested to fram e suit­ 
able replies to the com m unication from D epart­ 
m ent Com m ander Buckles, calling atten tio n to 
the fact that the N ational Encam pm ent of the

There are in Oroville orchards, planted a

They have attracted great attention 
and are the admiration of all persons who 
have never belore seen their like. 
They 
are prolific bearers and their fruit, if prop­ 
erly prepared, dri. d and rack-.-d, has no 
superior for quality and flavor, although 
some may except the W hile Adriatic, 
claiming that it is much superior in flavor. 
But this is merely a mutter of taste Many 
believe ihat the black tig. of the old Mis­ 
sion variety, as produced in Calif.-rnia soil, 
is destined to be ;he fig of commerce. 
In the residence lo» of Dr. K Parker, ou 
•Montgomery street, may be seen two of the 
largest fig trees of this varietv to be found 
in the northern citrus belt. The doctor es­ 
timates that the trees are thirty years old, 
and they are immense in siz». The trees 
are perhaps eighty feet aoar: and the huge 
limbs buve interlocked and grown into 
eacii other, although many of them have- 
been cut out horn year to year. 
The 
trunks of the trees wil! mea»ure three and 
frur feet thtough 
The liutbs extend up 
aud out in all directions from the m ain 
trunk, the longest having reached a length 
of ninety feet. 
Gteat limbs, which have 
bent down to the ground, sim ilar to the 
banyan tree, have taken root again and 
sent tip h- a'thy and elegant trees, w hich 
have to b? cut on’ every season 
Beneath 
the trees the shade -s dense and the in'erior 
space forms a cool and spjcious sum m er 
house, covered and inclosed by a natural 
canopy of the trees' boughs aud ic-aves 
T btsa trees produce three cro: * yearly, 
which amoun* to tons of fruit. 
They are a 
curiosity in th tir way, and from a com­ 
mercial standpoint, of considerable value.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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THE OLD AWNINGS DOOMED. 


The days of the old post-awnings are 
evidently numbered in this city. In sev­ 
eral instances the old style has been re­ 
moved voluntarily, in others by compul­ 
sion through the ordinances prohibiting 
repairs. The people are beginning to see 
how offensive they are to good taste, how 
much they narrow the streets, how they 
impede the circulation of the air, how 
they actually increase the temperature in­ 
stead of mitigating heat. That the hang­ 
ing awning, or the rolling screen, or the 
narrow balcony, surpass the post-awnings 
is now generally conceded. 
Now that the old awnings are to “go,” 
■we wish to call attention anew to the in­ 
finite superiority of the rolling screen to 
all other devices for sheltering windows 
and protecting goods aHd building fronts 
from the sun’s rays. These screens consist 
of a series of linked and overlapping me­ 
tallic strips, somewhat like the rolling tops 
of some desks, and wind up upon an axis 
concealed beneath the cornices of first 
stories. 
In case of fire they are put up and 
out of the way in a moment, permitting 
firemen a clear approach to the walls, and 
unobstructed exterior 
ascent 
to roofs. 
W hen they are not needed for sunshades 
they can be rolled up, and thus permit the 
free passage of cooling currents of air. 
Unlike fixed awnings of any style, the 
rolling screens do not constitute conduits 
for the passage of flame from one building 
to another in case of conflagrations. They 
are cheaper than wooden awnings of any 
style, and they are practically indestruct­ 
ible, require the minimum of repairs, and 
are not an annual subject of cost for re­ 
painting. 
Upon them no rubbish can 
accumulate; they can never be utilized for 
display of the family washing, or the loca­ 
tion of the household kitchen or the do­ 
mestic wood-house. 
They are handsome 
in appearance, and comport with any style 
of architecture that is adopted 
But upon all buildings on the south side 
of streets running east and west, and the 
west side of streets running north and 
south, no awnings are needed. In the great 
majority of cases a three-foot balcony is 
all that is necessary. These balconies 
enable residents to come out into the air 
from second floors ; 
the balconies are al­ 
ways ornam ental; they are cheaper by far 
than any kind of awning, and they serve 
to increase the apparent elevation of build­ 
ings. They do not incommode firemen, 
nor prevent the erection of ladders. 
Encouragement should 
therefore 
be 
given to the balcony system wherever 
practicable, and to the rolling metallic 
awning in all other cases. Adoption of 
either and abolition of post-awnings will 
greatly improve the appearance of our 
business streets. 
Indeed there is no prop­ 
erty on J or K streets that pays so ill that 
the owners cannot afford to pull down the 
old awnings and put up one or the other 
of the substitutes referred to. So great a 
nuisance are the post-awnings that it might 
be well to condemn them in a lot, and re­ 
quire their removal within, say, a year’s 
time. 
The people in their municipal 
character have the right to forbid the 
continuance of posts upon sidewalk edges, 
supporting exterior structures. At the best 
they are dangerous, and have been the 
causes of numerous serious and some fatal 
accidents, by the posts being pulled out by 
horses, or knocked out by the wheels of 
vehicles, or by breaking down under 
weight. 
But it is to be hoped that such 
drastic measures will not be necessary, 
that the taste and good sense of property- 
owners will prevail, and that “all hands” 
will join the procession of improvement 
that is now marching against and downing 
the objectionable sheds that now line the 
streets and disfigure house fronts. 


I t is very gratifying to all lovers of fair 
play to learn through direct official aven­ 
ues that the Government of the I'nited 
States did not, as a morning paper of San 
Francisco asserted, commit itself to the 
injustice and folly of saying to bidders for 
Government work, that before awards 
would be made to them they must adjust 
their differences with the strikers. Had 
the Government, through any of its de­ 
partments, done that, it would have prac­ 
tically taken sides and have placed it 
within the power of any body of strikers to 
dictate in what direction Government con­ 
tracts should go. The whole false story 
grew out of the scheme of the sensational 
journal indicated to make capital of the 
situation by cultivating the friendship of 
the strikers. The lie is now given offici­ 
ally to the story that paper put in circula­ 
tion, and unofficially we have an expose of 
the means it employed in Washington to 
commit the Government to the proposition 
stated. The workingmen of the State 
have no reason to thank these volunteers 
in their interest. As a result of the con­ 
spiracy described, the condition of the 
striking artisans is now infinitely worse 
than before their self-appointed friends 
undertook to engineer a Government de­ 
partment in their interests. 


W e do not understand the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
to justify the sale of liquors in retail or 
indiscriminately, 
that are brought into 
one State from another, simply because 
the packages are unbroken. 
Such, how­ 
ever, was the charge of a Pennsylvania 
Court to a jury on Friday. 
It certainly 
was not the intention of the Supreme 
Court to upset local license laws, or 
to 
declare that imported liquors are exempt 
from regulation in their retailing, while 
home made liquors are subject to regula­ 
tion. 
We apprehend that the Supreme 
Court will take occasion on the first 
opportunity to say as much. 
W hat it did 
uphold was, the right of an owner of 
liquors in one State to ship them into and 
deliver 
in 
another 
State 
in 
commercial 
packages. 
But 
it 
added 
that so soon as delivered and mingled 
w ith the common property, the goods be­ 
come amenable to local regulation. Now 
who supposes for a moment that the Court 
will ever hold that it is commerce, or 
of commercial character to ship vials of 
liquor, and sealed “pony” tumblers with 
single drinks, and that each one is to be 
considered a commercial package? 


GRAND GROYB IH SESSIOfl. 


T xie action of the Trustees in closing 
certain dives is to be commended. The 
work thus entered upon should not 6top 
with the first effort, but be continued un­ 
til all these disreputable places are sup­ 
pressed. There is a very broad field for 
good work in this resqiect in Sacramento, 
and the Trustees cannot do better than oc­ 
cupy it at once and prosecute the cam­ 
paign until the last one of the dives that 
maintain themselves by luring girls and 
boys into their nets, and by robbing men 
they stupefy with jflcoholic poisons, is 
blotted out. 


THE TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL SESSION 
BEGINS AUSPICIOUSLY. 


Encouraging R eports from th e N oble 
Grand Arch and Grand Secretary— 
C om m ittees A ppointed. 


The twenty-sixth annnal session of the 
Grand Grove of the United Ancient Order 
of Drnids convened yesterday morning at 
10 a. m., at the Senate Chamber of the 
Capitol building, the freedom of which 
had been kindly extended to the Order by 
Secretary of State Hendricks. 
The session of the Grand Grove opened 
under very favorable auspices, there being 
a very good attendance of the representa­ 
tives. 
A sentiment and feeling of good humor 
seemed to have seized all the representa­ 
tives as if it were a contagion, and the 
work of the session progressed glibly and 
with a refreshing rapidity. 
The Grand Officers were all at their sta­ 
tions and eagerly entered into the perform­ 
ance of their respective duties. 
All the Past Arches on whom the Grand 
Grove Degree had not been conferred were 
directed to report to the Committee on 
Credentials, and await their action. The 
Committee on Credentials is composed of 
the following representatives, viz: Adam 
Smith, P. Eohrbacher, F. W. Weishaar. 


DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
The Grand Grove then convened with 
the impressive rites and ceremonies of the 
Order, lasting nearly an hour. 
A recess was taken to enable the Com­ 
mittee on Credentials to prepare their re­ 
port. 
Presently the announcement was made 
by the Grand Guardian, J. J. Mollison, 
that the Committee on Credentials were 
ready to report. 
The Grand Grove was called to order 
again, and the Committee escorted the rep­ 
resentatives on whom the Grand Grove De­ 
gree had been conferred. They were wel­ 
comed by the Noble Grand Arch and in­ 
vited to take seats with the older repre­ 
sentatives. 
Hereupon the Noble Grand Arch com­ 
menced to read his report, which was 
received with a long-continued ovation. 
He reported the Order to be in a prosper­ 
ous condition. The Noble Grand Arch ob­ 
serves that when he went into office he 
promised to work hard and faithfully for 
the advancement of the Order, and it is 
with pleasure that he felt able to report the 
institution of ten new Groves during the 
year, one of he Groves being tthe banner 
Druid Charter Grove since the foundation 
of the Order in California. The report 
complains that brothers have overwhelmed 
him with inquiries which the Druidical 
Digest explains. Dtuidism has been once 
more established in Portland, Or., and the 
report asks that the new Grove there be 
advanced to the best of the ability of the 
Grand Grove. There are fifty-eight Groves 
in this State, and no Order shows a more 
cosmopolitan character. Of the Groves, 
thirty-seven work in English, seven in 
German, two in Portuguese, four in French, 
seven in Italian and one in Swedish. Re­ 
ports from the country at large show a 
fairly healthy condition of the Order. 
While in some States there has been a de­ 
crease, owing to various causes, on the 
whole the condition of the Order is satis­ 
factory and displays a gain. The fact that 
the growth is slow is compensated by the 
soreness and solidity of the development. 


GRAND SECRETARY'S REPORT. 
The report of Grand Secretary, John H- 
Knarston, was cext read. It shows that 
three Groves surrendered their charters 
during the past year. The number of Past 
Arches reported during the past year was 
553. Degree members reported 2,755, mak­ 
ing the total membership 3,308—the total 
number of reported members on May 1, 
1890, being 3,087. The gains by initiation 
during the year were 635, and the losses by 
withdrawal, suspension, death, expulsion 
and surrender of charter during the same 
period 463, making a net gain of 221. The 
total revenue of subordinate Groves for the 
year was $50,457 49, an excess over last 
year of $1,300 01. The assets of subordi­ 
nate Groves aggregate $97,533 20, or $4,975 51 
more than those for last year. Daring the 
year there was paid oat in sick benefits 
and trom the relief fund $1,796 95. To 
widowed families $695 95 was paid, and for 
burying the dead $3,120 40. The per capita 
tax aggregated $2,443 70. The Secretary 
makes several recommendations, including 
an amendment to the by-laws, providing 
that no representative to the Grand Grove 
shall hold more than one elective office at 
one time. 
The reports were referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Distribution. 
A recess was then taken till 2 p. m. to en­ 
able the Committee on Distribution to pre­ 
pare its report. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Grand Grove reconvened at 2 p. m. 
The services of the Committee on Creden­ 
tials were again called into requisition, as 
there were a number ot new arrivals. The 
committee reported presently and escorted 
the new arrivals into the Grove. After 
being welcomed they were invited to seats 
in the body. 
The Committee on Distribution made its 
report, and the various portions of the re­ 
port were distributed to the proper com­ 
mittees for action.

appointed a committee to decide ways and 
means for erecting a monument to the 
memory of William Seig, deceased, the 
oldest P. N G. A. 
A number of resolutions, having for 
their object the amendment of the laws, 
were offered and referred to the Committee 
on Legislation.

HOW THEY ABE HANDLED AND SOLO 
IN NEW YOBK CITY. 


G ood A d v ice to G row ers a n d S h ip p ers— 


C aliforn ia th e G rea test F ru it 


S ta te In th e U nion. 


The following letter, addressed to the 
R eco ed-U k io n by E . L . Goodsell of New 
Y ork city, the fruit m erchant who handles 
and sells a large proportion of the fruit 
shipped from this State to that m arket, is 
full of information that is of interest to 
fruit-growers and shippers in this State, 
Mr. Goodsell writes, nnder date of the 10th: 
“ At the request of one of your leading 
citizens, and appreciating the fact that 
your fruit-growers and shippers cannot be 
too well inlormed as to the methods used 
here to m arket your products, I send a few 
facts concerning the same. 
"New York, as a m arket, takes more 
fruit from every quarter of the globe than 
any other two cities in the United States. 
Up to the present tim e your fruits cut no 
figure with us, as compared w ith w hat 
Chicago takes. From the fact the increase 
in consum ption here has been, in three 
years, from 60 to 300 carloads, it seems very 
probable that 1,000 cars will be shipped 
here in a feW years and m arketed at profit­ 
able prices. It is preferable that the Cali­ 
fornia fruit trade should increase in a 
natural m anner, as have all the products of 
every country, as thereby new outlets keep 
pace, and gluts and bad prices are avoided. 
“ As your readers know, the fruit from 
your country comes to us in carloads direct 
from Sacramento and elsewhere. 
The 
term inus of the Erie Railroad, by which 
these come, is across the N orth river, in 
Jersey City. The train which brings the 
fruit is due at 5 a. m. Assum ing this is on 
time, the cars containing the fruit are 
switched to a covered platform, the doors 
of the cars unlocked, when commences 
our part of the work here. Very often I 
put ten men on a car, and in thirty m in­ 
utes every package contained therein (from 
400 to 900) has been carefully removed, 
placed upon m y truckB, which are driven 
upon the ferry boats running to the New 
York side. From the point of arrival to 
m y warehouse is a journey of twenty m in­ 
utes. On arrival there a large force of 
porters quickly sort the different varieties, 
qualities and m arks into piles or ‘lots.’ 
From each ‘lot’ is then taken one, two or 
three boxes, depending on the total num ­ 
ber in the ‘lot,’ as samples of the same. 
These samples are placed on tables pre­ 
pared especially for them, then opened 
and a ‘lot’ num ber m arked upon each box 
by the buyers. The catalogue, prepared 
beforehand, has the identical num bers on 
it that have been m arked upon the ‘sam ­ 
ple’ boxes, hence the purchaser simply 
writes opposite the num ber on his cata­ 
logue the value ot these lots according to 
his idea of w hat he is willing to pay for 
them . If the car in question contains 100 
‘lots' of fruit made up of the produce of 
thirty-three different owners, each having 
a parcel or lot of cherries, apricots and 
peaches, then there would be on the cata­ 
logue thirty-three parcels or lots (as we 
call them ) of cherries, thirty-three lots of 
apricots and thirty-four lots of peaches, 
m aking up the 100 lots in question. 
“ There are engaged in handling fruit in 
New Y ork fully 
10,000 dealers. 
The 
wholesale buyers num ber about 200, and 
supply 
the 
retailers and 
out-of-lown 
houses. 
In response to the advertisement 
of this sale, which I insert in the trade 
and papers, and by direct notice sent by 
m ail, the wholesale trade assembles at my 
place of business to m ake the purchases 
needed. The inspection on the part of the 
buyers having been completed, the sale 
commences by asking for a bid for the 
choice of the 33 lots of cherries, the high­ 
est bidder having the privilege of taking 
one or all of the same. N aturally, how­ 
ever, the best quality and conditioned 
fruit is taken first. It is from the compe­ 
tition arising from th e desire to secure 
these that the high prices, often more than 
the actual m arket values, are made. The 
same mode of action follows in disposing 
of the apricots, peaches, and any other 
fruits that may have been shipped. 
“Showing one of the advantages of the 
auction system, I would say that I have 
sold a car of California fruits in thirty 
m inutes, and the tim e that has been taken 
between the arrival and their ultim ate de­ 
livery to the buyers has not exceeded two 
hours, an action most essential in such 
perishable fruils. T hat too great care can 
not be taken in packing and shipping the 
best grades, properly sorted and packed, is 
illustrated by the results made for A. T. 
H atch, of Sni8un, who averaged $3 04 per 
box for 10,000 boxes of Bartlett pears, and 
for R. D. Stephens, of Sacramento, who 
averaged for 2,059 double crates of tokay 
grapes, $4 91, and for 1,383 single crates, 
$2 84. Also. W einstock & Lnbin, who got 
for 1,090 double crates tokays, $4 20, and 
for 2,297 single crates, $2 33. 
Also, for R. 
B. Blowers, who averaged $4 31 for 995 
double crates of tokay and emperor grapes. 
“ Let every grower rem ember that merit is 
always recognized and paid for very liber­ 
ally in the fruit ousiness, while the careless 
shipper is treated according to the strict 
m araet value and his deserts. 
" It is impossible to give all the details 
pursued in order to properly place and dis­ 
tribute your products in our market and its 
outlets, but that profitable results and great 
increase in consum ption have followed 
proves the value of the same. 
"T he future has bright prospects for a 
profitable development for the California 
fruit growers so far as New York is con­ 
cerned. Coming at a season when other 
near-by-grown products are not matured, 
and when our m arket is bare of any great 
variety of fruit, your products are now 
eagerly looked for here. For the complete 
success and best results the grower must 
m ake up his mind to spare no pains to cul­ 
tivate, pack and ship the best fruits only. 
Throw away the inferior, and you will get 
m ore for w hat you ship of the best than 
for double the quantity where the inferior 
grades are allowed to go in. F urther co­ 
operation and concerted action on the part 
of growers and shippers are necessary, for 
the reason that supplies toall markets may­ 
be regulated and ‘gluts’ avoided. 
“ H aving visited every fruit country in 
the world, I am sure I am justified in say­ 
ing, with such an energetic class ot pro­ 
ducers and with soil such as California 
possesses, her power and wealth will in a 
few years more than equal that of any two 
of the States of the U nion.”

A n adjourned meeting of the F ourth of 
Ju ly Comm ittee was held at the Capital 
H otel last evening, at which W. 8. Leake 
presided. 
The 
various sub-committees 
were well represented. 
Chairm an Leake announced that he had 
appointed C. K. McClatcby, T. W. Sheehan 
and R. B. H arm on as the com m ittee to 
wait upon the Trustees next spring and 
urge a sm all tax levy for F ourth of July 
celebration purposes. 
Mr. Ennis, from the Invitation Com m it­ 
tee, reported having invited a large num ­ 
ber of officials and organizations to par­ 
ticipate in the celebration, bnt had received 
b at few acceptances as yet. 
A. J. Johntson. from the Printing Com­ 
mittee, reported that an estim ate had been 
made of $500 for printing and advertising. 
E. C. A tkinson stated tbat he wonld fur­ 
nish 5,000 programmes free. 
J . A. W oodson, from the Literary Com­ 
mittee, reported that Revs. A. C. H errick 
and C. P. Massey had accepted invitations 
to officiate at the exercises. They had also 
seemed S. D. Mayer and Carrie Millzner, 
of San Francisco, to sing; also a quartet 
and accompanist. There would be seven 
or eight vocal pieces, and a complete con­ 
cert given. 
The selection of President of the Day was 
left to the Literary Committee. 
C. K. McClatchy, from the Parade Com­ 
mittee, reported tbat there would be a 
magnificent trades display, and read the 
names of m any firms that would partici­ 
pate. The comm ittee had requested the 
K nights of Pythias, Native Sons and other 
bodies to turn out. Boyne, the decorator, 
said it would require $160 for four floats, 
but the committee bad m ade no arrange­ 
m ent therefor. 
J. B. Gilbert, from the A m usem ent Com­ 
mittee, reported that the contract had been 
let for the fire-works. There would be 
thirty-three pieces. The order for the fire­ 
works had been telegraphed East. The 
display would be som ething new and rare 
in this city. 
Mr. Gilbert said the liberal appropria­ 
tions made at the last meeting bad threat­ 
ened a deficit of eeveral hundred dollars, 
and the comm ittee had decided to use only 
■$800 of the $900 appropriated for the fire­ 
works, leaving $100 to be applied to other 
purposes. 
On behalf of the Program m e Committee 
there was no report to be made until all 
the features had become known. 
George McMullen, the Grand Marshal, 
reported that he was endeavoring to get up 
a cavalcade of sm all boys as Assistant Aids. 
The Italian Bersagliere Guard officers had 
reported to him that they could not parti­ 
cipate w ithout an appropriation of $2 per 
m an from the committee, as m any of the 
members reside in the country and in ad­ 
joining counties. They could turn out 
seventy-five men. 
No action was taken on the proposition. 
George H . Clark, on behalf of the ath­ 
letic club, reported that the 
club had 
found that it conld get along with $450, or 
$50 less than the sum appropriated. 
Mr. Scroggs, of the Horribles, stated that 
that organization could not get along with 
less than the sum allotted, $300, and this 
would enable them to give only small 
prizes. They had collected $305 them ­ 
selves, m aking $605 in ail for their uses. 
The various estimates for the different 
features of the day and night were revised, 
m aking a reduction of $255 from the ap­ 
propriations made at the last meeting. 
It was decided that no bills would be al­ 
lowed that were not contracted and audited 
by the sub committees. 
On motion of R. D. Stephens, $475 was 
set aside for use by the Committee on 
Printing. 
The Literary Committee was allowed $20 
for carriages for the use of the President of 
the Day, Chaplain, Orator, etc. 
This left the surplus only $145, and $5 of 
this was voted to Janitor Kidder, of the 
Court-house, for his services at meetings 
held there. 
Mr. Ennis stated that no response had as 
yet been received from the invitation ex­ 
tended to the W oodland m ilitary company 
to join in the celebration here, and he 
moved th a t$50 be appropriated to pay tbe 
transportation expenses of the company if 
it should decide to come over. 
On motion of Mr. McClatchy, the sum of 
$8 was appropriated for ice-water service 
during the parade. 
A discussion ensued relative to the selec­ 
tion of a place for holding the fireworks. 
F. T. Johnson moved that the display be 
given at Agricultural Park. 
R. D. Stephens said it was tacitly under­ 
stood at the last meeting that the display 
should be held in front of the State Capi­ 
tol. 
Mr. Gilbert said that asthedisplay would 
be alm ost entirely of an aerial character, 
the pieces conld not be seen from the 
grand stand at tbe Park. Tbe committee 
had based its calculations on using the 
front part of Capitol Park, and there would 
be but two set pieces—“W elcome” and 
“Good-Night.” The committee had labored 
long and industriously to arrange the dis­ 
play, and hoped tbe m atter would be left 
to them. 
Mr. Ennis moved to hold tbe fireworks 
in front of the Capitol, and Mr. Johnson 
moved to amend by nam ing Agricultural 
Park, which latter place was also advo­ 
cated by Messrs. McMullen and Atkinson. 
H . C. Chiptnan lavored tkeCapitol Park. 
After some further discussion tbe motion 
of Mr. Ennis prevailed. 
Mr. George Boyne, by invitation, ad­ 
dressed the committee in regard to alle­ 
gorical displays in the procession. H e 
said tbat w ithout floats typical of the n a ­ 
tional character of tbe day the procession 
would be simply a trades display. 
J. A. Woodson indorsed Mr. Bovne’s 
views and argued that there should be 
some feature in the procession to give an 
idea of the patriotic character of the cele­ 
bration. 
Finally it was decided that the snm of 
$85 be placed in the hands of tbe Parade 
Committee for the purpose of getting up an 
allegorical car. 
The committee then adjourned to meet 
again on Friday evening next at 8 o’clock.

THE CHAIN-GANG NEEDS HIM. 


B ru tal P e te B row n, th e S logger, to b e 
S en ten ced T o-d ay. 
Pete Brown, the colored slogger, who re­ 
cently brutally beat an aged foreigner, 
named George Nichols, was found guilty of 
battery in the Police Court yesterday. The 
charge first sworn to was that of assault to 
comm it m urder, but City Attorney H art, 
after considering the m atter, thought it 
best to reduce the charge to battery. 
8ix witnesses testified to the outrageous 
m anner in which Brown beat Nichols, who 
is an old man, 57 years of age. They had 
got into a dispute over a game of cards, 
and one word leading to another. Brown 
struck Nichols a blow in the face, which 
brought him to bis knees. The latter then 
caught hold of Brown's legs to prevent 
him from doing further injury to him , but 
the brutal sloggerkept striking the old man 
¡ in the face until the latter fell into the gut­ 
ter. Not content with this, Brown kicked 
him with his heel in the face five or six 
times 
Four or five witnesses testified to 
: these facts. 
The defendant produced no witnesses in 


his own behalf, although be had ample 
tim e to get them , if he had any. He 
claimed that Nichols started the row, and 
alm ost tore his trousers off him in the 
scuffle. 
Two of the witnesses, however, stated 
that it was Nichols’ faithful little dog that 
played such sad havoc with Brown’s pants. 
Seeing his master 
cruelly beaten, the 
canine did the best he could to defend him , 
but only succeeded in tearing the slogger's 
pants in shreds. 
Brown will be sentenced to day, and it 
is qnite probable that he will be dealt w ith 
severely.

Now that the new ordinance to prohibit 
the obstruction of sidewalks has been 
passed by the City Trustees, it should be 
rigidly enforced, and Street Commissioner 
M cLaughlin says he intends to see tbat it 
is obeyed.

THE NEW BILL. 


Provisions of the Silver Bill as Passed by 
the Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 17th.—The silver bill as 
passed by the senate to-day si ands substantially 
as follow s: Section 1 provides th a t from and 
after the date of the passage of the Act th e unit 
of value in the U nited States shall be the dol­ 
lar. This m ay be coiued o f 412X grains of 
standard silver, or 23 8-10 grains of standard 
gold; said coins to be an equally legal tender 
for debts, public or private. 
Any ow uer o f sil­ 
ver or gold bullion m ay deposit it at any m int 
In the U nited States, to be formed into standard 
dollars, or bars, for his benefit, w ithout ch arg e: 
but it shall be law ful to lefuse any desposit of 
less value than 81W, or any bullion so base as to 
be unsuitable for the operations of th e m int. 
Section 2 provides th at Section 3 of th e Act of 
F ebruary 28,1878, is m ade applicable to the 
coinage provided by this Act. 
Section 3 provides that the certificates pro­ 
vided for, and all silver and gold certificates 
already issued, shall be of denom inations not 
less than one nor m ore than one hundred dol­ 
lars, and be redeem able in coin of standard 
value. The provision In tne Act o£ February 
28,1878. requiring the Secretary of the Treasury 
to purchase at the m arket price not less than 
two nor more than four m illion dollars’ w orth 
of silver bullion per m onth, is repealed. 
Section 4 sets forth th a t the certificates pro­ 
vided for in this Act, and all gold and silver 
certificates already issued, shall be receivable 
for all taxes and dues to the U nited States of 
every description, and bhall be a l->gal tender 
for the paym ent of all debts, public and private. 
■Section 5 provides th at the ow ners oi bullion 
deposited for coinage snail have an opportunity 
to receive com or its equivalent in certificates, 
provided in the Act. and such bullion shall be 
subsequently coined. 
Section 6 provides for covering into the 
Treasury funds held for th e redem ption of 
N ational Bank circulation.

Secretary Blaine's Position on the Sub­ 
ject Made Public. 


A fG C srA (M e), June 17th.—Ex-M ayor Cony 
has received a letter Irom Secretary Blaine, in 
w hich h e says . “ You are in erro r in supposing 
th a t I am opposed to sugar being adm itted free 
of duty. 
My objection was not to free sugar, 
but to th e proposed m ethod oi m aking it free. 
If iu the pending tariff bill sugarisplaced upon 
the free list, we give to certain countries a free 
m arket for 895,400,000 of th eir products, w hile 
they are not asked to open th eir m arket to the 
free adm ission of a single dollar oi Am erican 
products. 
We ought to have in exchange for 
free sugar from foreign countries a free m arket 
for breadstufls and provisions, beside the pro­ 
ducts from various parts of our country. In 
short, we ought to secure in return for free su­ 
gar a m arket for 816,000,000 or 817,000,000 worth 
oi our ow n products. It w ill not require reci­ 
procity treaties to procure this great boon. The 
tariff bill can contaiu all the necessary condi­ 
tions. Legislative power is able to secure the 
desired end. W ithin the last tw enty years we 
have given countries south of us free adm ission 
for nearly 860,000,000 w orth of th eir products 
w ithout receiving a penny’s advantage in ex­ 
change. If sugar be now m ade unconditionally 
free, we shall have given to the Latin-Am eri 
can countries free adm ission for *150,000,000 of 
th eir products. It Is tim e, I th in k , to look out 
lor some reciprocal advantages. We are a very 
rich nation, but not rich enough to trade on 
this unequal basis."
